Mining com- 
panies especially prefer Hungarian 
workers because they are steady and- 
hard workers, doing jcbs no others 
would do, and earning: In most cases 
up to ?120 a week.

1. Alien laborer* bare tared np mon-

$3.000. If we take what a dollar is 
worth In eastern Europe, It is easy 
to comprehend that the worker ex- 
changing his dollars Into kronen be- 
comes the richest man In his Tillage, 
a lure very few could withstand.
